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AN ACQUAINTANCHE (said a doc- 
tor 1 spoke to) suffers from a 
malformation of the nose.

This story recalled the cage of a 
Jerusalemite, a long-time 
member of Kupat Holim, who had 
trouble with his prostate gland 
and was unable to urinate.

A catheter 
was inserted to permit urination, 
he was equipped with 100 an- 
tiblotic tableta in case of infection, 
and was told to wait until the 
following January, just to be X- 
rayed. 

With budget cuts in the offing, 
these bottlenecks will surely get 
worse — or are they really 
bottlenecks? Perhaps it 1a poasi- 
ble to reduce waiting-time without 
extra funds and facilities, by a 
more efficient use of existing 
resources, Israel reputedly con- 
tains more doctors per thousand 
inhabitants than any other coun- 
try, Might it be bureaucracy that 
accounts for such unconscionable 
delays? 

Dr. Ya'acov Menozel, amiable 
director-general of the Health 
Ministry, brings us down to earth. 
It is not only doctors that are re- 
quired for the smooth operation of 
ἃ medical service. One needs 
nurses, operating-theatre per- 
sonne), laboratory assistants, X- 
ray technicians; and these are in 
short supply. 

Patients anxiously awaiting X- 
rays were until recently faced 
with the aight of X-ray rooma 
deserted in the afternoon, and 
equipment lying unused. There 
was no second shift, for lack of 
radiologists; and the oxiating 
radiologists would not put in over- 
time, because they were not paid 
enough. . 

The problem hag heen over- 
come, at least in part, Menczel 
says. After long negotiations, a 
plece-rate system was devised for 
overtime that allows better 
utilisation of the available 
radiologists. But there js still not 
enough staff to introduce that se- 
cond shift. Why are X-ray men 80 
few and far between? Two 
anawers: lack of applicanta, and 

dack of budget. 

Still, the situation is not out of 
hand. "One thing you may be sure 
of," he says, ‘urgent cases get X- 
rayed Immediately, The problem 
of waiting-time concerns only 
those whose condition is less 
Pressing.” 


THE IMPROVEMENT in living 
standards throughout the Western

He 
was operated upon ahead of the 
predicted date, with the ald of a 
suitable honorarium, and feels 
disitlusioned that he was 
steamrollered Into this outlay. 

What cannot be defeated should 
be imitated. It !s possible to save 
more than IL&0m, for Kupat 
Hollm, though this would involve 
changing the constitution of the 
Histadrut. There is a way of com- 
bining social: security with per- 
sonal accountability. Instead of 
making every member unpocket a 
fixed monthly due to the fund, let 
him be charged only 75 per cent, 
and the remaining 25 per cent 
could be levied through fees of- 
ficially payable, and not just to 
the doctor, but to the hospital too. 

On the average, each member 
will pay the same amount of 
money as he contributes now 
through his membership ἴσα. The 
person who is often 111 will pay 
more than the average, the porson 
who is never ill will pay less. It 
sounds unfair to the sick person; 
but he would have some sense of 
responsibility for his own condi- 
tion. He is paying the individual 
doctor, he is buying the particular 
medicine. He can save money for 
himeelf if he refrains from mak- 
ing unnecessary calls on the doc- 
tor's time, And for extreme cases 
there could be (as suggested ina 
bill recently submitted to the U.S. 
Congress by Senators Long and 
Ribicoff) insurance against the 
lengthy illneas that oan bankrupt 
a family. : 

‘Then again, any treatment the 
sick person gets over and above 
the national average will cost him 
only a quarter of the market price 
(or less than that, since medical 
serviocs are heavily subsidised by 
the State). The remaining three- 
quarters is paid by those who get 
less treatment than the average.
